DffiE EESULT OF A BAD BLUNDER. 


CRASHED HEAD ON 


Two Lehigh Passenger Trains 


Completely Wrecked. 


n Fertoos Killed, • Score or More 


Injured, and Engine* and several Cmr> 
Reduced to a S!MS of Twitted Scrap 
Iron »nd Splinters Through a Blitun- 
derstaudfue of Orders, 
New York, Jan. 10.—Eighteen per- 


sons were killed and over 20 injured 
In 'a head-on collision between two 
passenger trains or the Lehigh Valley 
railroad near West Dunellen, N. J. 


A head collision on a double track 


road was made possible only by a 
freight 
wreck which 
occurred at 


Boundbrook a few hours earlier, when 
the axle of a freight car broke and 
nine care were piled on top of each 
other. 
This completely blocked the 


eastbound track, and ali Lehigh Valley 
trains bound for New York switched 
!rom their own track to the westbound 
track, going over these rails from 
Boundbrook to Newmarket, a distance 
of six miles, and changing at the latter 
place back to their right side of the 
road. To permit this mode of traffic 
all westbound trains were held 
at 


South Plainfield until their own line 
was clear of trains going in the oppo- 
site direction. 


Train No. 20, which left Shamokin, 


Pa., was so heavy with human freight 
that it had to be broken into three 
sections The first two sections arrived 
at Boundbrook, switched over to tho 
other track, switched back at New- 
market and reached New York in safe- 
ty. The third section of this train 
was almost an hour late. Its seven cars 
were crowded with 400 excursionists, 
most 
of them from Mount Carmel, 


Shamokin, Mahanoy City, Hazleton, 
Ashville and Pottsville, Pa. 


The party was traveling under the 


auspices of the business men's excur- 
sion, an annual event which many 
patronize for a three days' visit to New 
York. Not a few of the excursionists 
were coming to witness the McCoy- 
Sharkey fight. Their train switched 
over at Boundbrook and proceeded, 
like the preceding sections, on the 
westbound track. 


Meanwhile there had been waiting 


at Newmarket a local train that plies 
regularly 
between New York and 


Boundbrook. Owing to the traffic all 
going on one track it was almost an 
hour late. At last the train dispatcher 
at South Plainfield gave it permission 
to go. Just before reaching West Du- 
nellen Engineer Rick slowed his train 
down, because he stops for passengers 
if there are any. Martin Brennan, the 
signal man, threw up his arms and 
waved them, as if to say there were 
no 
passengers, so the local put on 


steam and headed round the cuaje, 
going at about 25 miles an hour. There 
were only four passengers on the local. 


In the cab of the excursion train was 


James Prendergast, the engineer, with 
his fireman, George Cheshire. They 
saw the local as it started on the 
curve. With shrieking whistle and 
brakes grinding sparks 
from 
the 


wheels the excursion train bore down 
to what' seemed certain destruction. 
The passengers, alarmed at the con- 
tinued whistle, opened the windows, 
mothers snatched their children in 
their arms, men started from their 
seats, but before they had time to find 
out what was the matter they were 
hurled headlong, knocked senseless 
and many killed outright. The two 
engines, from which both crews had 
jumped, came together with an awful 
crash. 


The scenes which accompanied the 


collision, the sufferings of the injured 
and the panic that reigned among the 
400 passengers were well nigh inde- 
scribable. ' The blood-stained wreck of 
tangled and twisted iron and wood 
bore witness to the truth of the gen- 
eral verdict of railroad men that this 
was one of the worst collisions In re- 
cent years.

Thompson.Writes to the 


Quincy Board of Trade. 


In Begard to Agricultural Exhibits at 


the Paris Exposition Next Year 


and Other Things. 


Secretary H. F. Thompson receafcly 


received a circular from the Chamber 
of Commerce of Quincy, 111., urging 
local boards of trade to take prompt 
action relative to agricultural ex- 
hibits at the Paris exhibition. Of the 
appropriation by congress, only $75,- 
000 is availalbe for this purpose, and 
there is a movement on foot to secure 
a larger appropriation from congress. 
The Qnincy board is especially earn- 
est in trying to secure an appropria- 
tion to make an exhibit of corn, and 
its value as human food. 


The Quincy papers have published 


Mr. Thompson's reply and comments, 
as follows: 


"Secretary Handly yesterday re- 


ceived the first of the responses to the 
circulars and "corn resolutions" sent 
out by the Chamber of Commerce. It 
is very good and worth reading: 


"Board of Trade, 
Portsmouth, 


Ohio, Dec. 25, 1898.— James Handly, 
Secretary, Quincy, 111. Dear Sir:— 
1 have received copy of your [circular 
letter and resolutions adopted by the 
Quincy Chamber of Commerce, on 
'Increase Our Exports of Corn.' 


"Our 
board of trade, like any 


other in small towns, is somewhat 
dormant. However, I will try to 
have attention given to the matter. 


"Personally, I am fully 
in ac- 


cord with the movement and 1 am 
surprised at the long delay for such 
action by the United States govern- 
ment. A half a million dollars would 
not be too much for the United 
States to spend for the purpose of 
making foreign countries see the 
•value and cheapness of our corn Or 
maize, as a food product.

United States holding the position as 
commercial mistress of the
